Men's  Soccer 
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The  Trinity  Christian  College  soccer  team 
completed  its  1982  season  with  competition 
in  the  National  Christian  College  Athletic 
Association  (NCCAA)  District  semifinals. 
They  finished  the  year  with  a  5-9-1  record, 
led  by  third  year  coach  Dave  Ribbens.  It  was 
a  year  of  rebuilding  for  the  Trolls,  a  young 
team  made  up  of  seven  freshmen  and  nine 
sophomores,  along  with  5  returning 
upperclassmen.  The  Trolls  were  victorious 
twice  against  Lincoln  Christian  College  from 
Lincoln,  IL.  They  also  won  a  very  tough 
game  against  Cardinal  Stritch  College  from 
Milwaukee  by  a  5-4  score.  Then  as  the 
season  progressed  they  played  very  well  in  a 
1-0  homecoming  win  over  NCCAA  district 
rival  Olivet  Nazarene  College.  But  perhaps 
their  biggest  and  best  win  was  in  their  final 
home  game  of  the  season.  They  artistically 
defeated  Moody  Bible  Institute  from  Chicago 
by  a  score  of  3-1  to  post  a  win  in  that  long 
standing  rivalry.  Unfortunately  for  the  Trolls, 
that  same  Moody  team  eliminated  them  from 
the  NCCAA  playoffs  in  a  close  5-3  game. 
This  year's  team  was  the  highest  scoring 
Trinity  Christian  team  in  many  years. 
Inexperience  hurt  the  Trolls  at  times  this 
year,  but  the  squad  picked  up  some  very 
valuable  experience  this  season. 


Women's  Volleyball 


The  Trinity  Christian  College  women's  vol- 
leyball team  competed  in  the  National  Chris- 
tian College  Athletic  Association  National 
Tournament  as  the  finale  to  one  of  the  finest 
seasons  in  their  short  history  of  the  sport. 
The  Lady  Trolls,  led  by  eight  year  coach 
Lois  Cole,  finished  with  a  21-11  match  re- 
cord, a  district  championship,  and  a  fifth 
place  finish  in  national  competition.  It  was 
the  first  time  the  Palos  Heights,  IL  school 
had  competed  in  volleyball  at  the  national 
level.  The  1982  squad  was  trying  to  improve 
on  last  season's  24-9  record  but  against  the 
toughest  schedule  they  have  ever  faced.  The 
highlights  of  their  regular  season  include  a 
second  place  finish  in  their  own  Trinity 
Christian  Invitational,  a  5-3  game  record  in 
the  tough  Benedictine  College  tournament, 
and  three  game  to  one  victories  over  the 
Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  the  Universi- 
ty of  Chicago,  North  Park  College,  and  Jud- 
son  College.

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The  men's  basketball  team  concluded  its  season  in  the 
NCCAA  district  tournament  for  the  first  time  in  the  last 
four  years.  They  lost  in  the  first  round  to  the  eventual 
district  winner  -  Bethal  College  of  Indiana.  The  Trolls, 
behind  first  year  coach  Orin  Linde,  concluded  the  up 
and  down  season  with  an  8-17  record.  After  starting  the 
season  with  a  win  over  Moody,  the  team  lost  to  the 
powerhouse  squads  from  Aurora  College  and  Lakeland 
College.  The  Trolls  posted  a  strong  performance 
defeating  archrival  Trinity  College  for  the  first  time  since 
1978.  The  Trolls  then  took  a  turn  for  the  worst  losing 
six  straight  and  Steve  Hoekstra  to  a  knee  injury.  But  on 
the  turnaround,  they  added  James  Venema  and  Joel 
Clousing  in  the  second  semester.  They  both  played  key 
roles  in  the  Troll  season.  Strong  wins  late  in  January 
against  Northwestern  College  and  Cardinal  Stritch 
College  brought  Trinity  to  second  place  in  the 
conference.  But  a  tough  game  at  the  Milwaukee  School 
of  Engineering  thwarted  title  hopes.  The  Trolls  bounced 
back  to  post  victories  against  Moody  Bible  Institute  and 
Northwestern  College.  In  the  toughest  game  of  the 
season.  Trinity  lost  a  heartbreaker  in  double  overtime  to 
Grand  Rapids  Baptist  College.  A  loss  to  Maranatha  put 
Trinity  in  fifth  place  in  the  conference,  and  a  loss  to 
Bethel  ended  the  season.

The  Lady  Trolls  basketball  team  ended  a  very 
successful  season  with  a  trip  to  the  national 
tournament  in  Chattanooga,  Tennesse.  Although 
they  lost  to  Lee  College  in  the  first  round,  this 
youthful  squad  showed  great  strength  in  winning 
their  district  tourney  and  finishing  with  a  13-5 
record.  With  six  freshman  and  only  one  senior 
on  the  team,  the  squad  started  the  season  by 
winning  four  of  its  first  seven  games  and  gaining 
valuable  playing  time.
